The  Urban  District  of  Connah’s  Quay  is  on  the  west 
bank  of  the  River  Dee,  and  towards  the  east  of  the  County  of 
Flint.  Climatic,  conditions  are  reasonably  good  throughout 
the  year,  and  usually  mild  in  character  during  all  seasons, 
particularly  in  winter  months,  making  the  district  a healthy 
one  to  live  in. 


Several  large  industrial  works  give  employment  to  a 
good  number  of  men,  boys  and  girls.  These  works  include  the 
iron  and  steel  w orks,  the  chemical  works,  local  brickworks, 
and  the  silkworks  in  the  adjacent  borough  of  Flint,  and  town- 
ship of  Holywell.  The  recently  commenced  Government  works  at 
Broughton  is  p.lso  quite  conveniently  near  enough  to  afford 
employment  to  a good  number  from  the  area.  Agriculture  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  also  affords  a medium  of  employment  not 
to  be  despised.  Salmon  fishing  (and  other  types  of  fish), 
has  been,  from  time  immemorial,  a means  of  livlihood  to  quite 
a good  number  of  the  community. 

No  new  industry  has  been  commenced  in  the 
during  the  year.

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There  is  no  definite  degree  of  unemployment  in 
the  area;  indeed,  unemployment  seems  to  have  been  on  the 
decrease  during  the  past  two  years,  and  the  definitely 
increased  prosperity  of  the  workers  is  reflected  in  the 
relatively  increased  happiness  and  appearance  of  the  children. 

The  Physical  Training  Classes  continue  to  add  their 
quota  to  the  general  well-being  of  the  populace , hut  I do  net 
think  sufficient  interest  is  taken  by  the  younger  members  of 
the  community,  especially  the  male  clement,  in  the  HKeep  Fitn 
organisations.  The  provision  of  outdoor  play-grounds , which 
is  being  encouraged  so  much,  and  which  I understand  you  are 
getting  under  way  with,  should  help  materially  in  producing 
the  A.l  type  so  desirable  to  she  nation. 

Occupational  diseases  and  associated  troubles  are 
at  a minimum  in  the  area. 

The  Accident  Incidence  appears  to  keep  at  much  the 
same  level  each  year.  Road  accidents  (motor  and  other  vehicles) 
were  not  numerous,  hut  actual  numbers  of  those  care  not  avR.il<able,

Sr.nitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1.  (l)  Water. 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Birkenhead  source 
continues  to  be  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  The 
local  supply  is  still  undergoing  the  process  of  alteration 
in  the  method  of  purification.  Eilter  beds  are  being 
renewed,  saftening  tanks  introduced,  and  chlorination  tanks 
being  installed.  This  alteration  to  to  the  Reservoir  is 
mot  yet  complete. 

An.  analysis  of  the  water  during  the  year  gave  the 
follovjing  result.

Ho  chemical  examination  was  made. 

Extension  of  mains  was  required  to  supply  the 
following  parts  of  the  Area: 

165  yards  of  2.tt  main  laid  to  Ifepre  Drive  for 
supply  of  Mill  Barm  and  neighbouring  houses. 

( 2 ) Dra  image  and  Sewerage, 

Complaints  of  drainage  smells  were  singularly  few 
during  the  year,  and  were  adequately  dealt  with.  My  remarks 
of  last  year  still  hold,  regarding  the  possible  requirements  of 
this  department  in  the  near  future,  and  are  increasingly 
important  in  view  of  "the  probability  of  refugees  from  other 
towns  being  imported  to  the  Area. 

2*  Rivers  ?,nd  Streams. 


Ho  action  has  been  taken  d.uring  the  year  with 
regard  to  checking  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  in  the  Area. 

3*  (l)  Closet  Accommodation. 


Two  closets  have  been  converted  from  dry  to  W.  0. 
System  during  the  year.  The  process  is  going  on  very  slowly 
and  should  be  expedited.  Borty-seven  (4?)  earth  closets 
remain  in  districts  not  water  supplied. 

( 2)  Public  Cleansing. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  system  of 
cleaning  during  the  year.  Streets  are  kepm  reasonably  clean 
and  tidy,  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

Complaints  of  ashpits  and  bins  not  having  been 
emptied  are  few,  and  applications  for  removal  of  refuse 
receive  attention  as  soon  as  possible. 

Ho  new  streets  have  been  added  during  the  year 
without  materially  increasing  the  work  or  requiring  any 
additional  help. 
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( 3 ) Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 


There  is  little  to  note  of  an  unsatisfactory 
nature  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Area.  Any  complcaint 
of  insanitary  conditions  are  immediately  investigated  and 
remedied,  hut  occasions  for  this  are  extremely  few.. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  is  appended. 

( 4 ) Shops  and  Offices , 


Shops  are  inspected  as  occasion  demands,  ho 
action  has  been  necessary  during  the  year  under  the  Shops 
Act,  1934,  relating  to  ventilation  and  temperature  of  shops 
and  their  sanitary  conveniences . 

( 5 ) Camping  Sites . 

There  are  no  camping  sites  in  the  Area  and  no 
licences  have  been  issued  by  the  Local  Authority  under 
Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

( 6 ) Smoke  Abatement. 


After  consulation  with  the  Manager,  some  effort 
was  made  by  the  Organic  Ammonia  Go.  to  abate  the  smoke  and 
smell  nuisance  emanating  fpop  their  works.  They  state  that 
they  are  doing  all  they  cam  mitigate  this,  but  with  very 
little  effect.  The  smoke  is  perhaps  lessened,  but  the  smell 
is  little,  if  any,  improved.  There  has  been  no  other  action 
under  this  Act,  although  smoke  nuisance  continues  from  the 
Gable  Street  brickworks*  at  which  there  has  been  no 
improvement  since  the  last  complaint  was  made. 

(7)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  Swimming  Baths  (or  Pools)  in  the 
Area.  Open-air  bathing  takes  place  in  the  River  during 
the  warm  periods.  Beach- guards  are  appointed  for  the 

season,  but  as  the  water  is  definitely  unsatisfactory  for 
bathing  in,  and  the  river  bed  dangerous,  it  would  be 
decidedly  better  better  if  the  practice  were  discouraged. 
Alternatively,  the  provision  of  Swimming  Baths  has  much  to 
recommend  itself. 

(8)  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

This  is  done  were  required  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Cime-x  blocks  or  “Solution  B”  spray  being  used.

4.  Schools, 


The  Schools  have  been  duly  visited  and  were 
discovered  to  be  in  good  condition,  sanitary  conditions  being 
satisfactory  all  round. 

There  was  no  occasion  during  the  year  when  any 
infection  was  sufficiently  severe  to  warrant  closing  of  any 
of  the  Schools  in  the  Area. 

All  contacts  of  infectious  disease  are  segregated 
for  the  usual  quarantine  periods.

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  during  the 
year  was  400=  It  was  necessary  to  serve  one  informal  notice 
which  was  complied  with;  and  many  verbal  requests  were  also 
complied  with. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage . 

The  only  feature  was  the  forcing  up  of  one  or  two 
manhole  covers  during  heavy  storms.  There  has  been  no 
extension  of  sewers  during  the  year.

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over, Infectious  and  other  J>i season 

General , 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  is  considerably 
lower  than  least  year.  Diphtheria  was  again  in  the  ascendant, 
with  27  Ceases,  with  two  deaths  resulting*  Pneumonia  accounted 
for  eighteen  cases  wi th  three  deaths,  and  scarlet  fever  for 
sixteen,  with  no  deaths.  Erysipelas  (l  case)  made  the  total 
for  the  year  62. 

Influenzal  ravages  were  not  so  prevalent  during  the 
year  and  accounted  for  one  death. 


Scarlet  fever  cases  that  occur  in  houses  where 
satisfactory  isolation  can  be  obtained  are  kept  at  home.  All 
others  are  sent  to  Hospital,  and  the  authorities  there  co-operate 
in  sending  home  as  soon  as  possible  uncomplicated  cases. 

D iphthe ria  Immunizat i on » 

This  goes  not  receive  the  general  response  that  it  ought 
to  get*  Despite  the  advertising,  approximately  only  a dozen 
children  were  immunized  during  the  year.  The  success  of  this 
effort  might  be  enhanced  if  the  whole  thing  was  free  to  the 
re  cipients. 

Ho  use  has  been  made  of  measles  serum,  either  for 
Prophylaxis  or  attenuation. 

Premises  and  contacts  of  infections  are  duly  disinfected, 
or  provided  with  the  means  of  securing  the  result  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  School  children 
contacts  arc  segregated  for  the  usual  periods* 

Bedding  from  deceased  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  cancer 
is  destroyed  ynder  the  Sanitary  Officer's  direction,  owners 
being  suitably  compensated. 

Annual  MRat  Week'4  is  duly  organised  and  advertised.  The 
public  are  supplied  with  poison  on  request,  but  they  do  not  appear 
to  be  unduly  interested  in  the  extermination  of  this  pest,  and 
consequently  the  results  are  not  what  they  should  be.
